OTTAWA, Feb. 7.—(CP)—Air Minister Gibson today issued a warning to 
striking overseas RCAF personnel that “we cannot tolerate continuance of refusal 


to carry out normal duties”

Rich State of Sarawak 
Being Ceded to Britain 


LONDON, Feb. 7.—(CP)—Sarawak, the rich independent North 
‘Borneo state with its wealth of 300,000 acres of rubber plantations, 
oil, gold and diamond resources, is being ceded to Britain as a 
crown colony by its “White Rajah,” Sir Charles Brooke. 

The cession of Sarawak with its 500,000 population “is at the 
request of the Rajah and Supreme State Council,” Colonial Sec- 
retary George Hall told the House of Commons yesterday, adding 
“I want to assure the House there has been absolutely no pressure 
upon the Rajah.” 

ANTHONY BROOKE, the Rajah’s nephew and head of Sara- 
wak's provisional government here during the last months of Jap- 
anese occupation, said, however, that the cession of the island 
kingdom “would defile the pages of British and Sarawak history 
.». and I shall personally oppose this measure by every means 
in my power.” 

Before the Japanese occupied the territory in 1942, the Rajah 
and his dependents received about £1,000,000 ($4,500,000) annually 
from the Sarawak treasury. The Rajah, 71, is abdicating, but Sir 
Charles and his three daughters and some local officials would 
benefit from a £1,000,000 trust fund to be set up from Sarawak's 
present money reserve of £2,250,000. A British resident-general 
will govern the territory.

“AS A RESULT of grievances 
voiced by RCAF personnel who 
are members of the occupation 
force overseas,” the statement said, 
Col. Gibson had consulted Air 
Marshal Robert Leckie, chief of the 
air staff, and Air Marshal G. O. 
Johnson, overseas commander, 
“who has been in Canada to dis- 
cuss the very problems which 
brought about the airmen’s diseat- 
isfaction.” 

Air Marshal Johnson would re- 
turn overseas “shortly.”

British Columbia 
came first among the provinces to 
which veterans intended moving 
with Ontario next. Saskatchewan 
was put down as the chief loser 
with Quebec also likely to experi- 
ence substantial losses. 

“THE CITIES likely to receive 
more men than they contributed to 
the army are Vancouver, Toronto, 
Calgary and Edmonton,” the report) 
said. “The two likely to lose 
population are Montreal and Hali- 
fax. 

“For the civilian workers sur- 
veyed the trends are markedly 
similar.

DVA Says Cheaper 


Homes Off Market 


Average cost of houses being sold 
to discharged veterans has been 
going up approximately $300 per 
month since October, according to 
calculations by the department of 
veterans’ affairs, 

Of the houses purchased during 
the months of October, November, 
December and January, ten were 
picked at random for each month 
and the average cost taken. 

The average cost for the ten 
houses in October was $2,390; for 
November $2,610; for December, 
$2,920; and for January $3,530. 

Under the national housing plan 
22 houses were bought by veterans 
at an average cost of $5,500. 

DVA officials state that there 
are “hardly any” low cost houses 
available, since they are practically 
off the market.

The Nation’s Health 


This is “Health Week” in Canada, spon- 
sored by the National Health League in co- 
operation with federal and provincial de- 
partments of health and departments of 
education. The purpose is to draw public 
attention to the fact that Canadians are not 
as healthy as they should be, that in fact 
they fall so far below the attainable average 
something should be done about it. 

The basic fact is well enough established 
by official records, In wartime 357,634 Can- 
adians of military age who were called up 
under the mobilization act were rejected as 
being unsuitable for army service “anywhere 
in any capacity”. This is an alarming state 
of affairs, The draft applied only to men of 
ages which are supposed to mark the high 
point in physical well-being. That so many 
were unfit for service of any kind is startling. 

Both the federal and provincial govern- 
ments have announced health programs de- 
signed to improve the standard. Obviously 
these will not succeed unless, and only in 
proportion as, the public take a live interest 
in them, Health Week should help to stir up 
this intefest, to arouse curiosity as to why, 
the standard is so low, and to gain support 
for measures and habits which will make for 
improvement. 


Who Is to Blame? 

A few days ago a man was arrested by 
the Edmonton city police, apparently in a 
helpless condition of intoxication. He was 
placed in the cells at 2 a.m. and at 5:20 a.m. 
complained of being ill when he was removed 
to hospital. Six hours later he died. 

A coroner's jury has attributed 
death to alcoholic poisoning, and has 
solved the police from any blame in 
death. 

This verdict is probably a sound one and 
the rider of absolution equally sound. Ap- 
parently, under regular police procedure, 
everything possible was done by officers in 
charge to save his life. 

Nevertheless, someone was to blame for 
this man’s death and the inquest should 
have gone more deeply into it. 

It is perfectly true that the deceased 
probably contributed very heavily to his 
own end by partaking of what is believed to 
have been a form of wood alcohol. But even 
if he had deliberately taken strychnine or 
arsenic or prussic acid, a responsibility 
would still have devolved upon the commun- 
ity to prevent his death at all costs. 

This being so, it is certainly the duty of 
somebody to enquire why a man with the 
seeds of dissolution in his system should 
have been left in a jail cell for three and a 
half hours. 

It is true that no police officer was to | 
blame, But it is equally true that regular 
police procedure is mast flagrantly to blame. 
This police procedure of which we complain 
iv not peculiar to Edmonton. It prevails in 
almost every city on the continent and it 
results in hundreds of unnecessary deaths 
every year, 

What police procedure fails to recognize 
~—although medical science realizes it all too 
well—is that a person who is incoherently,

" stupidly and stumblingly drunk, even on the 


most benign forms of alcohol, is in a highly | 
dangerous condition, What he needs is not 
solitary confinement but the immediate at- 
tention of a medical man, 

Unless the public is content to have these 
unfortunate and unnecessary deaths con- 
tinue, police procedure should be changed 
so that every helplessly drunk person is 
committed without delay to a doctor's 
charge, 

These unhappy people should be in a | 
hospital bed, not in a jail cell. 


George Arliss 


George Arliss is dead in London, at the 
good age of 77, and a generation which has 
taken leave of youth will recall his memory

Of course there is plenty of time left for 
howlers, and March is still to come, But 
with mid-winter passed it seems only fair 
that the weather department should get 
credit for good behaviour up to date.

Cape Horn is no respecter of uniforms, and 
some of the trainees will be able to sym- 
pathize with their soldier pals after a while.

Ten persons were burned, or suffocated 
by smoke, in Canada over the week-end. 
Perhaps in no case was the tragedy due to 
carelessness, But that in no way affects the 
emphasis that is placed upon the need of 
care. If people generally had taken less cau- 
tion than they did in handling their stoves 
and other heating equipment, the fatalities 
would have been far more numerous.

VL. tthe’ |City Recreation Commission | 
Requests $37,000 for 1946 


Edmonton’s Recreation Commission Wednesday submit- 
ted to the finance committee of city council a budget cover- 
ing the 1946 playground and recreational program, calling 
for expenditures totalling $37, 


THIS PROGRAM calls for the 
development of five playgrounds, 
provision of standard equipment, 
and supervisors; the installation of 
flood lighting at Kingsway fastball 
park, and provision of three ad- 
ditional diamonds. The budget in- 
cludes items for payment of the 
city supervisor’s and stenographer’s 
salaries, administration expenses, 


transportation and leadership train- 


ing expenses, and grants to organ- 
izations, and the provision of band 
concerts during the 
months, 

The 1946 proposed program is the 
first of a plan which will during 
the next 16 years provide 20 fully 
equipped playgrounds, four youth 
recreation centres, and a _ civic 
centre consisting of such units as a 
civic auditorium, sports stadium, 
hockey arena, botanical gardens, 
and other units. 


As the commission’s budget was) 


presented to finance committee 
members for the first time on Wed- 
nesday it was decided to leave con- 
sideration of the submission until 
the next regular meeting of the 
committee. 

THE 194 PROPOSALS include: 
Levelling and grading of the ppro- 
perty now leased to the Ritchie 
Community League at a cost of 
$700, the provision of standard 
equipment costing $1,200, and the 
provision of supervision and oper- 


ating costs, $2,000, for a total of 


$3,900. 

The development of Boyle street 
grounds, now owned by the Edmon- 
ton Public School Board, It is pro- 
posed to place a low wire fence 
around these grounds at a cost of 
$600, and to provide 
equipment costing $1,200, and also 
to pay supervision and operational 
costs which are estimated at $2,000. 
Total for this project is $3,800. 

Also proposed for this year is 
the development of a playground 
on the west and southernly portions 
ot Borden Park similar to that pro- 
posed in the Ritchie district, the 
cost of which would be $3,800 for 
preparation of the grounds, the 
provision of equipment, and the 
provision of supervision and opera- 
tfonal costs, 

IF THIS PROJECT is approved 
{i is suggested that the Cromdale 
and Bellevue community leagues 
be moved to this location, 

The commission also recommends 
the provision of a playground at 
120 avenue and 101 street. The 
playground was levelled last year, 
and it is proposed this year to in- 
stall standard equipment costing 
$1,200 and to provide the super- 
vision and operational expenditure 
which are placed at $2,000. 

Development of the property at 
103 and 104 avenues between 118 
and 119 streets, now leased to the 
Oliver community league also is 
recommended. Cost of this project 
is set at $2,600, of which $600 is for 
grading of the sports field, and 


| $2,000 for supervision and operation.

IT 1S RECOMMENDED also that 
preparatory work be done this year 
toward the development of play- 
grounds at Calder, Jasper Place, 
Forest Heights, Highlands, Clover- 
dale, McKernan Lake, and Bonnie 
Doon. The properties on which the 
development is proposed are all 
leased to district community 
leagues. It is proposed also to

band and symphony music, and 
assistance to and encoftragement 
of festivals; encouragement of dra- 
matic, operatic and artistic talent 
land the encouragement of the 
esthetic, interpretive, ballet, na- 
tional and folk dancing. 

“It is agreed that encouragement 
of national cultures as represented 
in our somewhat mixed population 
might be an important factor in 
|promoting a sense of belonging, 
and hence a spirit of unity valuable 
in the social, economic and artistic 
development of Edmonton, and to 
this end a director of cultural re- 
creations might be added to the 
commission’s administrative staff”. 


A PLANNED and supervised re- 
|}creation program should include 
|provision for organized sports, 
games ahd the physical play of| 
| youth; constructive creative inter- 
jests as in handicrafts; interest in| 
|story telling, writing, and discuss- 
ion; interest in expressing feelings 
in emotions in ways such as music, 
arts and dancing, and interest: in 
mingling together in organized 
groups as in celebrations, parties, 
and picnics, the commission’s re- 
port stated. 

The recreation activities fall into 
three main age groups: children, 
ages three to 15 years; youth, 16 
to 25, and adults, over 25 years.
